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PAINT YOUR NAME 
ON YOUR MAIL BOX 


From time to time travellers and townspeople have | 
inquired as to where some farmer lives in the Didsbury 
district. Frankly, at times we have to tell them we do not 
know, or can only give indefinite directions in the hopes 
that the would-be-seeker of friends will ev entually locate | 
the place. 

There is, however, one solution to the problem, and | 
while it will not be countrywide, it would be a big factor 
in identifying farms. This is to have all farmers living 
on our mail routes paint their names clearly on both sides 
of their mail boxes. In driving though the country one 
sees numerous mail boxes, some with names on, some 
Without any name at all, and others with the name so | 
lightly visible that it cannot be recognized without stop- ; 
ping and giving it careful scrutiny. 

We know our farmers are busy at this time of year, 
but it would only take a half hour or so to paint a name 
on the two sides of the mail box, and under ordinary cir- 
cumstances the job would not have to be done again for 
a number of years, 

With the general use of cars and trucks many strane- 
ers travel our country roads, and there could be no better 
way for them to distinguish one farm from another than 


by the name clearly painted on the mail box. | 


PRESERVING MOUNTAIN FORESTS 


The exploitive era of the.pioneering years has pass- 
ed, the Canadian people are awakening to the realization 
of the need of conserving national resources, Evidence of 
this changed state of mind is the general approval of the 
arrangement made between the government of Alberta 
and the Canadian government to set up a board whose 
duty will be to administer some six million acres of for- 
ests on the eastern slope of the Rocky Mountains. 

The area which will come under this board includes 
the sources of the following rivers: North Saskatchewan, 
Red Deer, Bow and Oldman. These rivers water the 
prairie provinces for nearly 1,000 miles eastward and are 
the source not only of irrigation water but of the water 
supply available for domestic needs on the farms. Unless 


the forest growth in the area referred to is protected and | 


developed, the waterflow becomes erratic, roaring — in 
floods in the springtime and dwindling in the summer’s 
heat. 

Under the joint arrangement a three man board will 
administer the area. The province will contribute $125,- 
000 a year to this service, and the over-all cost is likely to | 
approach $300,000 a year. The province will retain all re- 
venue up to its annual contribution. The dominion w ill 
spend $6,300,000 on capital account during the first six 
years of the agreement which is to run for 25 years.

A complete protective system will be installed and for- 
est management service maintained. Scientific studies will | 
be carried on to increase the forest growth. | 

The maintenance of the forests on the eastern slope 
of the Rockies is of primary importance to all of the 
prairie provinces, and it is encouraging to know that satis- 
factory arrangements have been completed with that ob- 
jective in mind.

BEWARE OF WEEDS IN FLAX 


Farmers of Alberta will plant an 
increased flax acreage in 1947. 


Those who have previously grown | 


this crop are aware of its growth 
habits and how it differs from 
cereals. Flax should be planted on 


clean land, say officials of the | 


Field Crops Branch. It will not 
compete with weeds. Farmers 
should either purchase clean seed 
or be prepared to clean the flax if 
they obtain commercial seed. 
Because of the small size of the 


| seed, difficulties may be experienc: 


ed in removing weed sceds without 


considerable loss of the flax. It is} 


preferable, however, to take a 
rather heavy loss in cleaning and 
be sure of planting only clean seed, 
than plant weed seeds and spend 


several seasons eradicating weeds | 


from the farm.

(H.G.L. Strange) 

The Dominion Experimental 
|Farms, particularly the Experi- 
;mental Station at Scott, Saskatche-

fertilizer is used. On stubble not 
more than 2 bushels to the acre 
For barley, on summerfallow, 1 to 
'y bushels to the acre with fertili- 
zer, or 2 to 3 bushels to the acre if 
no fertilizer is used. On stubble, for 
barley, not more than 1', bushels 
to the acre. 

The lower rates, it is recommend: 
ed, should be used when the mois- 
ture supply is low and on light 
leas: heavier rates when moisture 
reserves are abundant, or on heuv- 
lier type soils, or when wireworms 
lare present, or where there is a 
|heavy weed infestation. 

Heavier seeding rates of these 
| grains tend somewhat to hasten 
maturity, particularly when used ——— 
with commercial fertilizer, and so 
help the crops to escape the early 
j frosts. 

These experiments are another 
| instance of the valuable work being 
| done for farmers by our Dominion 
| Experimental Farms.
